The value of the bay cro^'of NewjHanSp- 
ebire, and tbe same Is true of Maine, rebk- 
ooed at market prices fur what Is sold, ex- 
ceeds, the Taluo of alii other crops com- 
bined ; yet thla great crop la lo be liarvest- 
cd, or ought to bo Ini foor week*' time. 
This can only be done with the use of ma- 
chinery. There is not ao aTallablej supply 
of help sufficient to hardest the crop In the 
timo'desired In tbe oli-f:i6h!oned manner 
of hand-power alone. This abllity|to bar- 
Test the crop IB a short time is, after all, 
the great incentive to tbe use of machinery, 
more than tbe reduction in cost. I There- 
fore the Introduction of labor-saving Im- 
plements in the bay harvest needs jno fur- 
ther encouragement. ;The matter com 
mends Itself to all Intelligent farmers! 


The st«ge of growth at which grass shall 


be cot in order to be of most value to tbe 
feeder Is by no means i settled question 
Nor Is It a question which can be| eeslly 
determined. It Is a complicated question 
dependent in a measure <}n the use tO| wb icb 
It Is put, or rather the purpose for which if 
Is fed, and also tbe combination of other 
feeds, If any, which are" to be fed »itb it. 
Hecce! one (eederXconclusioris.or his pracf 
l,ce, are not always the beet for every ott- 
er. 
Tbcre bos been in I th« last teui or fif- 


teen jears a popular clamor for early cut- 
ting of hay. these special pleaders would 
have bad u» all believe that all onsaUsfa 
:ory results lo our stock husbandry weYe 
directly attributable to late-cut hay. Plat- 
form haymakers went so far as to publidly 
acvocato the cutting of prass in Itsiimuja- 
lure stages or before the (prmatiooi even, 
of ibe sped stalks. In sqme cases this was 
pat in practice among [he amateur! farm- 
ers, and others, whose! heads are jeasrly 
turned by every current of thought. ! I 
must confess in my ownjcase to having my 
attention so forcibly called to the matter 
that f/orn that time to tie present I nape 
eiven careful investigation lo the subject, 
both as a feeder and as a" reader. 


Tbere is no question Dot that tbls[popu- 


lar clamor for early cutting of grass has 
been carried too far, and further than its 
merits will w'arrant. There is a serious 
loss in quantity from cutting grass before 
is is fully grown. Many farmers!under 
my personal observation have made this 
fatal mistake. From the , time the advjo- 
cates of "dried £raio"' begin to cut tin- 
crop there is a large increase of quantity 
from its former growths This growtb, In 
favorable seasons, contlriues up to the time 
of tbe ripen.ng of the grass.

ments at tbe New Hampshire College 
found a gain in some cases reaching forty 
PIT cent. Tho same repeated on our own 
college farm nave shown a large increase 
m every trial save onei when1 a parching 
drought was prevailing, running- from 
twenty to thirty per cent. Every observ- 
ing farmer notices each year a marked 
growth in thoso fields left standing one or 
two weeks after he first begins his work.

" a Ueld of grass contains the most nntrilion 


at the time it has completed its growth. 
By this I do not mean at tbe time 'it bae 
npened.ofl.

'At this timeigrass 
retains all the greenness of its earlier 
stages, there is more iQ quantity, and Its 
nutritive material is organized into that 
condition which is most valuable foristock 
lood.
